by the Lord. AmmiMtm. 

A It bo ugh the Lord, through the 
Prophet Samuel, announced King 
Saul's rejection, lhe prediction was evi¬ 
dently not fulfilled for several years 
afterward. Quite possibly the king 
waa properly exercised by bis rejec¬ 
tion and became more attentive to the 
Divine will; and David, who waa prob¬ 
ably anointed nbont this time, was not 
yet sufficiently developed to be the 
Lord's representative In Saul's stead. 

King SAnl’a next severe trial was in 
connection with the Amalekltea, a 
fierce nomadic people who bad ou sev¬ 
eral occasions done Injury to Israel. 
In sending the message to the king, 
the Lord gave eperlnl Instructions tbat 
the Amalekltea should be utterly de¬ 
stroyed. He also specified that the de¬ 
struction waa on account of Amalek's 
opposition to Israel In tbc way when 
the Israelites came out of Egypt, sev¬ 
ere! centuries before. 

Was Thsir Condemnation Justf 
This narrative is seized upon by 
skeptics to prove that If GoJ should 
thus command the wh Resale daughter 
uf human creature* ai d dumb nidmata.

The slaughter of the Amalekltcs did 
not mean, ns usually Inferred, that they 
went forthwith to eternal torture: To 
theta death had the same meaning tbat 
It hnd to their eett!e-a termination of 
whatever waa dwdrnbl* In the present 
life. Slaughtered by lbe sword, the 
Amaieklter. suffered far less than If 
they had - died of hunger or disease 
All went down to the great prison-house 
of death—RbeoL Hades, the tomb 
God had already arranged a great 
redemption, not only for the Amale 
kites, but for all mankind. That re¬ 
demption. secured by the great sacrifl* * 
of Christ ceotnrlea after their death 
will by and by secure to them release 
from fbelr Imiarksonment-an awaken 
lug from the death sleep. They wllj be 
cm«ngat thotu- mcntiouAl by our Lord, 
saying. “All tint are in their grave* 
shall hear the voice of the Sod of,God 
and shall come forth."
